SAN JOSE, July 18.—With women fainting, and men sobbing, 


l)rave and popular Daniel Maloney, who has made numerous public 
ascensions with Prof. Montgomery's famous aeroplane, fell 3,000 feet 


to his death at Santa Clara this morning. 


The Ascension This Morning. 


Professor Montgomery had announced an ascension this morn- 


ing from the grounds of Santa Clara College in honor of the League 


of the Cross Cadets, who are holding their annual encampment in that 


town.

The announcement attracted probably 2,000 people, who shortl) 


after 10 o'clock watched with absorbing interest the airy machine as 
it shot up from the college garden attached to a huge balloon, and 


"with Maloney firmly seated in his usijal position. 


Machine Turns Over. 


At a height of 4,000 feet Maloney cut loose and began maneuver- 


ing "the" aeroplane. 


He circled gracefully about for some minutes, having the machine 


apparently under perfect control. 


Then he essayed a deep dip. 
Suddenly the machine swerved, hesitated, and then turned com- 


pletely over.

He Plunged Downward.

It righted itself, sank down a considerable distance, and turned 


again.

Maloney was clinging desperately to his seat and evidently en- 


•;' deavoring to gain his control.

But all his efforts were vain.

Again the aeroplane turned in the air, and this time the wings 


.: came together and the man and machine plunged straight downward, 


while the horrijied spectators gazed helplessly upward. 


Fell to the Ground. 


For a distance of probably a thousand feet the aeronaut fell, still 


clinging to the machine. 


Both alighted in the rear of the-tannery. 
Amidst shrieks and groans many of the spectators/rushed to the 


scene, while others turned away, weeping. 


A number of cadets first reached the unconscious man, and pick- 


ing him up they conveyed him to the college hospital. 


His head was fractured and blood was flowing from his-ears and 


. mouth. 


He expired within a short time.

- This is the - seventh • accident that has,/occurred to the aeroplane 


during the past few.months, but those that have previously occurred 
were before the ascensions, .which were prepared on account of them. 


It^is believed by those who are familiar with the machine that a 


ftjpe caught over one of the wings, making the aeroplane unmanage- 
able.

id to death in' a fire that destroyed the depot hotel early today. The dead: 


Mrs. Hoffman and young baby.

There may be other bodies in the ruins, wffich are being searched. 
The fire was caused by the explosion of a gas lamp in the hotel ilium- 


mating plant.

Mrs. Hoffman was the proprietress of the hotel. She and her baby and 


the other victims were burned to death in their rooms. 


The fire, which started in the kitchen from an overturned lamp, spread 


50 rapidly that it was impossible to save anything. The guests on the sec- 
ond floor managed to escape with but slight injuries, but escape from the 
'third floor, where the proprietress and servants slept, was cut off-by the 
flames, and they were burned to death in their beds, with the exception o£ 
Hunt. Hunt is said to have escaped from the building but later returned to 
aid in the rescue of others, and lost his life in the attempt.

These witnesses can 


reach Victoria by Saturday morning 
and the trial can be taken up then. 


COLLINS READY. 


From all the reports from Victoria 


Collins Is working desperately to pre- 
pare a defense to save himself from 
being brought back to his native city 
to face the charge of penury. The 
runaway lawyer has made a careful 
study of the law of Canada and he Is 
prepared to take advantage of every 
technicality that the code affords him. 
He has also studied in every detail 
the 
indictment that was brought 


against him at the last meeting of the 
Grand Jury In San Francisco, and tt 
is not unlikely that he will allege some 
flaw hi that document and try to se- 
cure Ms freedom on the strength of 
the possible mistake there 
As a last 


resort Collins has the appeal to the 
Privy Council and it Is not unlikely 
that he will resort to this slight chance 
of freedom.

Many were un- 
bidden guests, but to sort them out 
was impossible 
It was known that 


those «who were unbidden would, still 
unbidden, take all they could get to 
eat, so the plan was tried of sending 
the people out as soon as they had 
received their portion of irood things 
This worked well, although some tried 
to force their way back for a second 
helping.

ALBANY, N. T., July 18.—Former 


Congressman Warren B. Hooker was 
a voluntary witness today at his trial 
before the joint legislature on charges 
growing out of the postal investiga- 
tion. Justice Hooker, whose career in 
Congress ceased in 1898, said that it 
was the custom in many districts for 
retiring Congressmen to have post of- 
fice patronage. 
He spoke feelingly of 


the vast number of requests that come 
to a Congressman. 


Many of. his constituents, he said, 


"regard him as an errand boy between 
them and the departments. 
: In the charges 
against. Justice 


Hooker, it is alleged that Frank P. 
Ball of Dunkirk, was given a position 
in the Fredonia postoffice at the solic- 
itation of Hooker. 


That Ball never performed any ser- 


vice and that his salary was applied 
to liquidating notes given by Ball and 
endorsed by Justice Hooker's 
wife. 


The witness asserted that neither he 
nor his wife loaned a dollar directly 
to Ball. Mrs. Hooker went on his 
notes only as an accommodation en- 
dorser. 


The fact that Ball was not doing 


. any work in the Fredonia postoffice, 


the 
witness 
averred, was never 


brought to his notice, nor did he ever 
have any conversation with Ball or 
arrangement by which Ball was to do 
no work and was to apply the salary 
toward the payment of the notes. 


Of his nephew, Maurice Hooker, he 


said he never knew that young Hook- 
er, who had a position as laborer in 
the Fredonia postofflce, was not actu- 
ally doing the work. 


"I never paid a dollar," said the wit- 


ness, "of the money which Postmaster 
Taylor of Fredonia, restored 
to 
the 


Government for Ball's and Hooker's 
salaries." 


WAS NOT TRUE 


LONDON, July IS.—Baron Hayashi, the 


Japanese Minister here said to the As- 
sociated Press-that Russia had appointed 
good men as peace plenipotentiaries. 
Nevertheless, even M. Witte and Baron 
Rosen had not inspired Japan with con- 
fidence in a favorable outcome of the 
negotiations. 


'"We do not know,", the minister said, 


•what powers have been delegated to 
them in view of the events of the past 
eighteen months. Japan puts faith only 
In accomplished facts. The .terms will be 
communicated only at the conference. 
Then we will discover what powers the 
Russian plenipotentiaries possess. The 
Asociated Press representatives suggested 
that the general opinion prevailed that 
the Japanese terms would be moderate. . 
"I cannot see. where people get such 
an idea," replied • the minister. "The 
public must take the Japanese for an- 
gels." 
Minister Hayashi intimated that Japan 
•was ready to continue the war unless 
she secured suitable terms. 
He called attention to the fact that 
practically the entire sum realized by the 
last two loans was unesjjended and said 
that the capture of the Island of Sak- 
halien was not precipitated by the ap- 
prehension o£ the conference but was a 
natural sequence of the Japanese cam- 
paign, the plans for which had not .been 
altered since Hussta acceeded to a con- 
ference. An earlier' attack on the island 
was not undertaken principally because 
of the severe winter and because the 
, summer season was more preferable for 
campaigning and the 'establishment 01 a 
new government in the island.

LARGE EARNINGS 


FOR RAILROADS 


CHICAGO, .July 18.—May showed bet- 


ter results in .railroad earnings than any 
other,^ionth so "far this year. Traffic was 
heavier than in either of the 'two years 
immediately preceding. The Increase was 
pretty 
evenly 
distributed. 
The 
total 


gross earnings of all the leading systems 
In the United States were 5124,668,612, a 
gain of 10.7 par cent compared ;with last 
year. The gross earnings per mile were 
J910.77, against $843.95 In May last year 
and $845.87 -in May, 1903. The increase 
was largely on the Eastern roads, the 
Granger, Southwestern and Pacific sys- 
tems. 
Southern roads report a good 


gain, but in the Central West the earn- 
ings are only slightly larger than in May 
of last year. 


Considering the .movements, of .some 


important commodities, the results are 
rather surprising. On the Eastern sys- 
tems the larger earnings are undoubt- 
edly due to heavier anthracite coal ton- 
nage, as reflected In the larger earnings 
of the anthracite coal roads.

FRESNO CHURCH 


FRESNO, July 18—A fire started at * 
o'clock yesterday afternoon 
destroying 


the South Methodist Church the parson- 
age, a livery stable, and three duelling 
houses before It could be checked by tb" 
department. The total loss is about 
$30 000 one-half of which Is covered bv 
insurance 
The loss of the church is -se

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Strikes Injure Organized Labor 


- 
Strikes appear to be, weakening the labor unions if the statistical 


information furnished by the labor bureaux of New York and Massa- 
chusetts is correct. 
In the former State the unions seem to have 


lost ground rapidly by reason of the turmoil occasioned by frequent 
strikes, though the exposure of the grafting methods of_ Sam Parks 
and others of his stripe may have had something to do with it. 


In the six months from October 1904 to April I, 1905, according 


to the Commissioner of Labor, 165 labor organizations in New York 
disbanded. Subtracting the gain by the formation of new unions, the 
net loss was 86 unions. At the end of March there were left 2,418 
organizations with a membership of 374,202. showing a net decrease 
in the previous six months of 17,414 members. The unions now em- 
brace about 5 per cent of the gross population and about 22 per cent 
of the voters. 
. 


In Massachusetts organized labor makes a better showing on 


paper, but there it has been materially weakened by unsuccessful 


. strikes. The State Labor Bulletin for June gives a semi-annual record 
of the strikes and lock-outs for the half year ending May ist, 1905. The 
total number was 65, of which 14 were successful, while 27 failed, one 
•is .pending and of seven the -results are not stated. Sixteen were com- 
promised- 
In sixteen cases of failure the men were reinstated;_ in 


' eleven their places were filled. This is doubtless a better showing 
than has been made in most of the other States, but the successful 
strikes were but one more than one-fifth of the whole. Of the causes 
of these strikes thirty-one, or less than half, were for higher wages, 
twelve on account of increased number of looms, three for shorter 
hours, seven overworking conditions, two against non-union' work- 
men, and ten for other causes. These strikes affected some 5,600 em- 
plojifi, of whom 2,545 were in the textile industries, 1,700 were granite 
cotters and 582 in the building trades. 


If we come nearer home we find the same story to relate. 
In 


'Chicago the-'loss of the packing-house strike and the more recent 
fiasco of the teamsters' strike have diminished both the prestige and 
power of the unions. There are fewer union men in the city, and in 
many establishments non-union labor has partially or wholly super- 
seded union labor. In San'Francisco the unions do n&t appear to be 
as strong as they were eighteen months a^o, though organized labor 
has been rather conservative of late in the Pacific metropolis. 
What- 


ever the cause, unionism is not as strong throughout the country as it 
was two years ago, and the fact should admonish the leaders of or- 
ganized labor against making some of the mistakes which have har- 
assed industry and fretted the public of late. 


The optimistic predictions so confidently indulged in at the close 


Of the Spanish war that Cuba would be Americanized are now dis- 
closed to have been rashly uttered. 
Cuba is not being Americanized 


and probably never \\tfll be. ' English will never supersede Spanish in 
the island, and the people will remain as heretofore, Spanish in blood, 
.custom and tradition. It is true the American spirit of enterprise has 
been infused into the Cubans to a considerable extent, but few Amer- 
icans are settling m the island and the ways of the people are still 
essentially' Spanis/h. There has been considerable immigration into 
Cuba during the/ past four years, but nine tenths of the immigrants 
come from Spain, and the trade between Spain and Cuba is steadily 
growing. Furthermore, the natural feeling of blood kinship, language 
.and race sympathy is reasserting itself in a marked degree. After all 
the Cubans cannot forget they are Spaniards. They cannot be any- 
thing else. 


The In3ianapolis News, which is chiefly owned by Vice-President 


•Fairbanks, is rather severe on Senator Depew. It remarks brusquely: 
"The truth -about Depew, of course, is tlmt he has always been a sham. 
But now it seems that he is also something of a grafter. 
Certainly he 


should get off, or be put off, the Yale corporation." 
Such plain 


speaking .is likely to disturb the accord of the Senate. 
But perhaps 


the Vice-President doesn't think Depevir counts for much anyhow. 


is still powerful and able to continue the war indefinitely. The little 
family quarrels inside the empire, he gravely assures us, are em- 
barrassing in a way to be sure, but do not imply that the Russian 
people are disloyal or prepared to accept peace at any price. "Western 
nations," he says,n"do not understand the Russians," whom he char- 
acterizes as a great family. 
"Russia is not crushed as the foreign 


press has led the world to believe," he declares. Then he make? uiis 
vaunt: "We are passing through an internal -jisis, which has been 
marked by many grave events, and which may have others still in 
store; but the crisis will pass, and in a few' years Russia will again 
take he/r place as a preponderant power in the European court." 


It is charitable to assume that M. Witte does not .mean what he 


says. ' He is putting a bold face on a bad situation. He. is com- 
missioned to make poce under disheartening circumstances with a 
victorious enemy. Russia is seething internally with rovert sedition 
or open rebellion; the beaten and dispirited army in the field is per- 
meated with disaffection and discontent; the shattered and nerveless 
navy is honeycombed with' mutiny and corruption; the war chest is 
empty, the treasury exhausted and the credit oi the empire reduced 
to a low ebb. Industry is depressed, and in many cases completely 
paralyzed, by strikes and internecine troubles due to misgovernment 
and oppression. Only the presence of large bodies of troops prevents 
open insurrection in various provinces of the empire. 


It is on this situation that M. Witte puts a defiant front—through 


the newspapers. Japan will hardly abate her terms for this declara- 
tion, which is simply an attempt to play a weak hand for a strong 
one. 
.

M. Witte's Cold Bluff 


Russian diplomacy is responsible for many queer things, but the 


interview given out to the American press on the eve of his departure 
from St. Petersburg to arrange terms of peace with the Japanese en- 
voys is perhaps the mc/st extraordinary' diplomatic move ever de- 
liberately made. What M. W;*te hopes to gain by;this remarkable 
qutgiving is difficult to perceive. In some respects it. reads like a 
bluff; in others, it appears to be an attempt to swing public opinion 
'in the United States under the impression, that potmlar pressure in 
this country will force Japan to offer favorable terms to Russia^ Pos- 
sibly M. Witte is trying to square himself in advance with the Russian 
people while making- a pretense of addressing Americans. 


M. Witte's interview is not calculated to promote peace or to 


cause the Japanese to moderate their demands. In advance of the 
opening of actual negotiations he announces, that he has little hope 
of peace being concluded, fearing the Japanese will make excessive 
demands. 
He follows this up with the statement that he is. not a 


peace envoy at all, but has been appointed by the Czar to conduct a 
'pour parlers—what the Chinese designate as a chin-chin—with the 
Japanese .to ascertain if terms of peace cannot be agreed upon. All the 
world knows the emptiness of this declaration, for Japan absolutely 
refused to enter into negotiations unless the Czar would fully em- 
' power his e/nvoys to conclude the terms of peace. 


But the real m*at of M. Witte's interview comes after' his gloomy 


predictions about the failure of peace negotiations, and his cool brush- 


- ing aside of the object of his coming to Washington.

MARRIED SIX WOMEN 


TO GET THEIR MONEY 


MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., July 18.—Word has been re- 


ceived here of the arrest of Clinton Brugler, who is 


" -wanted by the authorities of several New Jersey towns on 


charges of forgery, bigamy, obtaining money under false 
pretenses and larceny. He was arrested at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., and sentenced to the Eeformatory. at Jeffersonville 
for a term of fourteen years. 


This arrest brings to a close the matrimonial career 


of a. man known throughout the United States under the 
alalses pi Milton C. Young, Clinton De Wit, Charles Good, 
Bobert C. Brooks, Frank Benick and Clinton Wallace. Al- 
though only twenty-seven years old, he ia known to have 
married six women and many others are believed to have 
: been his victims. With the idea of enjoying a continuous 


honeymoon at the expense of women, Brusler made an 
early start on the matrimonial sea. 


Miss Flory Trexler, of 1715 Dolphin street, Philadelphia, 


•became the first wife of Brugler. Two years ago she sued 
J-.im for support, and he was ordered to pay her $4 per 
•week. This union was dissolved by divorce granted to 
the wife four weeks ago. 


At Burlington Brusler was known as Milton C. Young. 


Over the telephone he became acquainted with the "hello" 
of Miss Marjorie Parker, a pretty young operator. Within 
three days they were married, and ten days, later the girl 
was cast to the winds, Brugler taking her money and gold 
vatch. Before leaving Burlington he obtained $50 from 
Postmaster N. W. C. Hays on a forged check. 


During his brief courtship with Miss Parker, Brugler 


gave her an engagement ring on which he made a partial 
payment, leaving a lady's gold watch as security for the 
balance. This timepiece belongs to one of Young's'wives 


whose identity ha's not been disclosed. It is a Waltham 
watch, with the initials "M. F. P." engraved on the case. 


In Camden Brugler tried to lure a young lady whose 


father is a contractor, living on York street, but he failed. 
At that time he forged the name of Joseph Boardman, of 
Camden, to a check for ?15, which was cashed by Chris 
F. Long. This check was taken up by William Brugler, 
father of the, forgtr, who lives near Morristown, Pa. 


Immediately after this transaction Brugler forged some 


checks .in Philadelphia, and was arrested there for Imper- 
sonating an officer on the old York road. For this offense 
he was Riven three months In prison.' 


At Mount Joy, Pa, he stopped at the Red Lion Hotel 


•with a' Miss Madeline E. Parsons of Allegheny City, Pa., 
whom he married after a curious courtship. Friyn Mount 
Joy the couple went to Hagerstown, Md., and then came 
back to Harrlsburg, where he forged some more paper 'to 
replenish his empty purse. 


Brugler passed a bogus check on a Philadelphia cloth- 


ing firm. He went West, and under the name of Frank 
Renick, is accused of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses at Port Huron, Mich. He left several bad checks 
at .Detroit, and stole a gold watch- from a young woman 
at Roxborough. 


When arrested at Fort Wayne, where he had passed 


forged .checks, under the name of John Busley, Brugler 
had shaved his head in order to give him the appearance of 
a bald-headed man and so throw the detectives off the 
track. He pleaded guilty when confronted with the evi- 
dence against him, and was given an indeterminate sen- 
tence of from two to fourteen years. 


Brugler's parents formerly lived at Mount Holly, where 


he made an unsuccessful attempt to marry.

A RABBI 


Jewish 
Scholar 


Addresses Meet=

BERKELEY, , July 18.—A University 


meeting was held in Hearst Hall at ' 4 
o'clock this afternoon. The speaker'was 
Rev. TCmll H.. Hirscli.- .the distinguished 
rabbi, professor of rabbinical .literature 
and philosophy In the University of Chi- 
cago since -1892. 


Dr. Hirsch was born In Germany, re- 


ceiving his-early education-there; grad- 
uated from the University'.of. ^Pennsyl- 
vania in 1872;. spent the next four years 
in Germany as a student at Berlin and 
Leipzig, and in 1877 became a rabbi. He 
was minister of various congregations In 
Baltimore, Louisville and Chicago for a 
number of syears. and then was. called to 
the University of Chicago. He has re- 
ceived Jthe degree of LL.' D., L. H. D. 
arid. DiD. He .was Presidential• Elector- 
at-Large for Illinois in 1896 and has been 
editor of various journals. 
He is the 


author of many monographs on biblical 
and religious subjects. 


ALAHEDA TRUSTEES IN 


SESSION 


July 18.—The depart- 


ment *of anthropology of the University 
of California has come into possession of 
the. extensive and valuable manuscripts 
of the late Dr. 'Washington Matthews. 
Dr. Matthews was among th« foremost 
ethnologists of the country and noted 
especially Mr his work on the Navajo 
and 'HiSatsa traditions and languages. 
The" high standard of his "Navajo Leg- 
ends" and his "Night Chant, a Navajo 
Ceremony," perhaps his greatest 3^4 
best-known works, .brought him wide 
recognition _ among anthropologists. ' and 
those -interested, in 
the pre-history of 


America everywhere. During long years 
of residence In the Navajo country he 
accumulated a large body of Information 
on the language, .religion,, ceremonies 
and beliefs of these -Indians, which ;ha» 
never been published. This includes a 
dictionary of ?e*out 6,000 words. 
Puring:tbe last few years Dr. Matthews 


was connected with: the University ;of 
California through the liberality of Mrs. 
Phebe A. Hearst, 
By his death the 


University has now come into posses- 
sion of his invaluable manuscripts. These 
will be carefully preserved and so Tar-as 
possible published.. 


The Navajos belong to the great,Atha- 


bascan linguistic :family, one of the most 
important :and widespread 
in"' North 


America, to which the Hupa of Califor- 
nia and other tribes also belong. Dr. P. 
E. ..Goddard of ,the University's anthro- 
pological department has recently made 
special studies of the Hupa and several 
pap"ers by him have been published by 
the department. 


The manuscripts left, by Dr. Matthews 


will accordingly furnish' material neces- 
sary-for a comparative study of~the_sev- 
eral branches of this1 family, which.will 
contribute to .scientific conclusions re- 
garding the history and .development, of 
all American languages. The 
task of 


completing Dr. Matthews' manuscripts 
and continuing his researches' haj been 
intrusted to Dr. Goddard, and ^the re- 
sults will be brought out by him In the 
University's series 
of 
publications in 


American archaeology and ethnology.

These pads are brought into play on glass 
and similar materials, the claws being 
then thrown back, one to each side, be- 
neath the foot and out of the way, .just 
as, when the claws are in. use, the -pads 
are lifted up between them, also to .be 
out of the way." 
These pads, or flans, for a lone time 
were thought to hold • like suckers,, by 
forming a vacuum. But; when some flies 
were put into a vessel • from which'the 
air was withdrawn they still adherecl- 
Mr. Ward continues: "Since then it has 
been observed that the under side of theso 
foot .flaps . are .studded . with: tiny hairs 
which exude a sticky fluid -and it has, 
therefore,, been surmised .that this secre- 
tion both expels the air from beneath the 
pads and at the same time gums the pads 
to "the-smooth surface. ; ."When .;we; find.'a 
dead fly still adhering -to- a window pane 
or frame, it secreted -this .sticky - fluid 
while its strength was failing and later 
became too .feeble. to';remove 
its feet 
again.

"When the active fly would lift its foot 
it loosens the pact'by rolling-..it off .the. 
surface :frorn opposite sides, : just as>we 
might readily open an envelope by pulling 
up the flap by the point before' it has 
properly stuck, although it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to open by pulling direct- 
ly from, above."

It was necessary to tow It 
three miles through the marsh chan- 
nels before coming to firm land.
